received injuries as a result of 
playing with fireworks," 
Antioch's Public Safety Director, 
Lee Shannon said "Fireworks 
arc not toys and are to be treated 
as extremely dangerous." 

According to state law, per- 
mits may be granted to groups of 
three or more adults, a bond of 
$1,000 or more is required, and a 
site inspection of the display area 



must be done. The state very 
specifically permits only 
sparklers, snakes, glow worm pel- 
lets, smoke devices, and noise 
makers. 

Residents with questions 
about the possession or dis- 
charge of fireworks should call 
cither Antioch Police 

Department if in the village, or 
the Lake County Sheriff's 
Department, in the township.

As the summer season begins, 
more and more bicycles, skate- 
boards and skates can be seen on 
the roads. But, before hitting the 
streets, it b Important to know 
the rules and regulations con- 
cerning public safety. 

The Village of Antioch intends 
to enforce an ordinance regulat- 
ing the use of bicycles, skate- 
boards and skates. Individuals 
caught violating this ordinance 
arc subject to fines of not less 
than $25 and not more than $500. 

Except In the business district, 

bicycle riders should use any 

i] y public path or sidewalk adjacent 



In addition, both must follow all 
Illinois traffic rules including 
stopping for school buses. 

Skateboarders are not allowed 
to ride on village streets, side- 
walks in the business district, or 
in parking lots. In order to oper- 
ate on a private road or parking 
lot skateboarders must get writ- 
ten consent from the owner. 



Furthermore, being pulled by a 
motor vehicle while on a skate- 
board violates the ordinance. 

These rules and regulations arc 
for both the safety of the opera' 
tors and the general public With 
school erlding soon, parents 
should take special note of these 
regulations and Instruct their 
children accordingly.

Integrated Lakes Manage- 
ment, overseen by the lake County 
Health Department, did an herbi- 
cide treatment on Lake Catherine 
at Fetter's Subdivision last week. 
The chemical used was 2,4 -D, 
which is an herbicide specifically 
targeted for watcnrnilfoU. 

In order to insure the safety of 
residents, signs were posted 
around the perimeter, along with a 
snow fence, indicating water use 
restrictions. Even when residents 
have already returned to the water, 
Jim Bland, owner of Integrated 
Lakes Management suggests a con- 
tinucd moratorium for irrigation 
and the use of the weeds for muldi 
for an additional two to four weeks. 

"Flyers were also distributed to 
residents," said Association 
President Carole Jonitcs. "This was 
to make sure people knew of the 
application.'' 

The chemical 2,4-D was used 
last year in Lake Catherine and has 
been used extensively in Michigan 
against the watcrmilfotl. The gran- 
ular form was selected because it 
was going to be used on a relatively 



small area, and that form can be 
controlled better. 

"It worked very wcO last year,* 
said Jonitcs. "Residents have just 
started complaining about the 
weed problem again." 

Trie association hand raked the 
weeds on a daily basis before the 



chemical application. The weeds, 
which make an excellent mulch, 
are available to gardeners and are 
located for the taking In the Fetter's 
Association parking lot Weeds 
removed after tfw chemical treat- 
ment will be stored in a different 
pile.

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Preserve trail, village sewer deal still up in air

A game of political hardball is 
being waged as the village of 
Undcnlmrst and the Lake County 
Forest Preserve struggle to come 
to an agreement for a trail addi- 
tion. 

The County Board and the 
Forest Preserve arc seeking an 
extension of the multi-use trail 
from McDonald Woods to Grand 
Avenue and eventually to the 
Rollins Savannah. Undcnhurst 
trustees would like to sec an 



extended Facility Planning Area 
(FPA) or sewer service area and 
securing of casements to install 
the sewer lines. 

"It's my feeling and 1 hope the 
board would agree, If we don't get 
the FPA boundaries, then we 
don't have an agreement," Mayor 
Paul Baumunk said. 

The village is also attempting 
to get the village of Lake Villa to 
allow Undcnhurst to have a cor- 
ner off Grass Lake Road south of 
Policy Field. Trustees have 
expressed an Interest In getting

that area for a commercial corri- 
dor. 

Undcnhurst also Is seeking to 
expand its FPA to the north of Its 
current boundaries Into a portion 
of the County FPA which Is In the 
village of Antioch. Antioch offi- 
cials haven't given an indication 
If they would allow this and 
haven't discussed the issue at a 
public meeting. 

A special joint meeting of the 
County and Forest Preserve has 
been scheduled for 9 a.m. to 
finalize an agreement. The 
County is working with the village 



and developers Westflcld Homes 
and Meridian Homes to hammer 
out an agreement 

The County and the village 
have worked with Westflcld, the 
developer of the proposed 550- 
unlt subdivision Country Place in 
Undcnhurst, which the trail 
would go through, on a way the 
developer will finance construc- 
tion of the trail. 

A loan agreement has been 
worked out which would give 
Westflcld the money to build the 
trail before homes arc construct- 
ed. However, the village would 



agree to hold permits from 
Westflcld if the developer doesn't 
pay the Forest Preserve the loan. 

"It's kind of a strange impact, 
fee," said Trustee Kris Volodka. 

She was concerned with the 
structure and found it troubling 
the village would be obligated to 
stop permits for the County. 

Volodka was also upset with 
the homeowner's association 
being responsible for maintain- 
ing a buffer for the trail area She 
questioned what would happen if 
the association couldn't finance 
the upkeep.

"On your 18th birthday, you'd go up 
there and gel drunk. That was very common 
then," said Gloria Green Pritchard, former 
Grayslakc High School student remember- 
ing when Wisconsin's legal drinking age was 
18. 

PriichanTs case however, was a Utile 
unusual, which in hindsight could be the 
reason she's still alive. 

An otder girlfriend who took her to 
Wisconsin deemed herself the designated 
driver and drank Coke ail night long. 

Not so many, however, were as lucky. 
According to the Lake County Coroner's 
ofllcc, 10 and 20 years ago, there were many 
deaths attributed to alcohol related acci- 
dents amongst teenage drivers. This earned 
Rte. 83 and other north-south routes cross- 
ing the border the unflattering nick-name 
"blood-alley." 

"The numbers decreased immediately 
when they (Wisconsin) went up (with the 
drinking age)," remembers County Coroner 
Barbara Richardson. 

Despite a proposed bill pending before 
state legislators to lower the drinking age. 
Wisconsin Governor Tommy G. Thompson's 
office says no one has to worry about this 
happening ever again. 

"Its not going anywhere," assured 
Thompson's press secretary Kevin Kcanc 
about the proposed drinking age limit 

decrease. 

Kcanc said there has been a bill intro- 
duced into the Wisconsin legislature which 
would lower the drinking age to 19. Right 
now the drinking age is 21; a federal man- 
date forced the slate to change the law sever- 



al years ago. 

For many years Wisconsin's legal drink- 
ing age was 18, then It went up to 19, then 20. 
Kcanc said the Governor feels lowering the 
age limit to 20 would be ideal, but right now 
he won't approve such a measure because 
the state would lose federal highway funds. 
"If the feds change the law, then he 
(Thompson) will talk about it," said Kcanc. 

Former Lake Zurich resident lim Pepper 
Is concerned a lowered drinking age would 
be tragic for the kids he works with. Pepper Is 
a juvenile officer with the Ml. Horeb Police 
Department near Madison, Wis. 

"I think It will even have an effect on 
middle school kids," said Pepper who sees a 
trickle down Influence happening. 

Pepper also recalls tragedies from years 
back while Wisconsin's drinking age was still 
18 and 19. At that time he worked for the 
Lake County Sheriff's Department as a dis- 
patcher, according to friend Jim Wlppcr of 
the County Coroner's office. 

Illinois Secretary of Stale George Ryan 
became so outraged upon hearing the neigh- 
boring state may lower its drinking age, he 
promptly sent a letter to Thompson. 

"We only have to look hack a few years to 
sec what tragic consequences a lower drink- 
ing age In Wisconsin would bring to the 
roadways connecting our states," stated 
Ryan. "1 am certain that neither of us wishes 
to sec a repeat of the late-night carnage that Route M and other north-south roadways

There's an eerie feeling that the controversial northern 
extension into Lake County of Rte. 53 could be a 
Humpry Dumpty project. Remember the nursery 
rhyme figure who "sat on a wall and had a great fall?'" 

Hints have surfaced that the proposed "wonder road" 
now on the drawing board of the Illinois Toll way 
Authority might be facing insurmountable obstacles. 
Because of public opposition and environmental hur- 
dles, transportation experts admit that they are again 
looking at alternatives like upgrading Rte. 12 and widen- 
ing other artcrials. 

Even with the Tollway Authority's creative financing 
ability, construction costs might present a roadblock. 
One recent press report put engineering, design and 
right-of-way acquisition at approximately $1 billion. 
The 18 mile tollway stretch from Lake-Cook Rd. to 
Grayslake could be the most expensive highway ever 
built in Illinois. 

Now that two municipalities have pulled out of the 
Corridor Planning Council of Central Lake County,' 
there is wonderment over what would happen if more 
towns dropped out Mundelein, which would be split 
by Rte. 53, is a possible candidate. Officials of Long 
Grove and Hawthorn Woods regard the Council as a 
front for construction of the superhighway, calling it a 
rubber stamp for the road builders. 

Mayor Marilyn Sindles continues to reflect 
Mundelcin's tenuous stance, declaring that dropping 
out of the Council would shut off any Input while 
acknowledging that her community will be heavily 
impacted. 

Rte. 53, Indeed, could be sliding into a perch next to 
Humpty Dumpty.

The Illinois Ocpt. of Children 
and Family Services seems 
impervious to shame.

The single mother, a resident of 
a north Lake County community, 
related her experience seeking 
help from DCFS, and the callous 
disregard with which the 
belcagurcd agency responded.

We fall for line — 'Growth will come'

A recent newspaper article about Lake County's 
effort to "pump up gas prices" caught my eye. The 
issue is an additional four-ccnts-a-gallon on gas 
hike. 

It has been our county officials who have spent 
millions of tax dollars, Inviting and encouraging 
large high density development, which includes cor- 
porate office parks to Lake County, with the promise 
of lowering our tax burden, 

Some of these efforts have even been tax breaks 
to these corporate operations. These high density 
developments and corporate office and employ- 
ment centers create more intense traffic congestion. 
Of course, we are doing It for all the little people by 
providing jobs and housing. Statistics indicate we 
arc only moving people around in our metropolitan 
area, not creating anything. 

County officials spent $600,000 to study Installa- 
tion of a $12.6 million road only three-quarters of a 
mile long. A good use of funds, I am sure they would 
say. 

Lake County Transportation Dir. Martin G. 
Duehlcr has published a 10-ycar wish list of 
improvements costing $100 million that docs not 



include many improvements expected by most peo- 
ple. Ruchlcr reasons Uiat the wish list is only 10 per- 
cent attainable without a Lake County gas tax of 
four-ccnts-a-gallon. 

Thus, the answer to solving all the above issues is 
more taxes on us. 'Unit's right, a four-ccnt-a-gallon 
gas tax for Lake County, but how many more taxes 
will increase? These increases arc made tiy your 
county officials so tax breaks can he given away to 
corporations to bring their congestion (plants and 
jobs) to Like County, which promote more intense 
development and school taxes (your greatest tax bill 
that municipal and county officials do not claim 
responsibility). 

Yet, wc have been told that all this development 
and congestion is going to lower our taxes; why is it 
taxes keep going up and new ones are needed? 

'lite issue is, we get to pay more taxes as the bill 
for politicians' right to more power over grand 
development and corporate huddles. Wc get to pay 
more taxes for foolish $600,000 studies for a three- 
quarters of a mile of highway projected to cost $12.5 
million, yet the politicians say the study does not 
mean they have committed to the project If you

corporations or other private citi- 
zens. Fanners don't always know 
from year to year if the land they 
arc currently renting will be avail- 
able. 

The cost of land in the county 
lias limited the individual farmer 
from increasing his land hold- 
ings. Technology Is also changing 
the way farmer's do business. 

"If It was within the power of 
fanners no one would use chemi- 
cals or fertilizers because it's a 
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cost of production," said Raftis. 
"People who believe farmers use 
chemicals without concern arc 
wrong. Farmers want to control 
soil erosion and reduce depen- 
dency on such products, that is 
why they work with the scientific 
community to create hybrid 
seeds and other products which 
benefit farmers and the con- 
sumer."

Olson said the owner of the bar. where flyers advertised the rally 
would l>c had told police that event was 'never going to happen.' " 

The deputy chief the sheriffs department didn't know for sure if 
the rally was going to take place in an undisclosed location, so they 
wanted to be ready just in case. 

Olson said area police departments were contacted, and the she rif- 
f's department had "significantly increased staffing for the evening" of 
lune 3. The deputy chief said his department doesn't mind demonstra- 
tions so much, as long as they don't offend anyone, or cause a distur- 
bance. 

No permits were applied for at the Mcllcnry County Courthouse 
regarding such a rally, according to officials. . 

The KKK group allegedly involved In the rally is a Michigan-based 
organization which Is mllitant-stytc, said Olson. 

, While they were set to come on Ihc same weekend as the Arkansas- 
Ideated KKK who was to l>c In Rolling Meadows, there U reportedly no 
connection between the two groups. 

Ukcland Newspapers placed a call to Second Chance Monday 
morning, and an employee there said to his knowledge there was no 
KKK rally held Saturday.

"It is Important the public has 
accurate information," Raftis said. 
"We arc proud of the job we do. 
The programs which arc a part or 
the Farm Rill keep the cost of food 
affordable for the consumer." 

For Lake County farmers, 
provisions of the Farm Bill arc 
administered by the 

McHcnry/Lakc Consolidated 
Farm Service Agency in 
Woodstock. The office was com- 
bined May 9 as part of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture's cost 
savings efforts. 

Lake County farmers utilize 
the Weed and Feed Grain 
Program which is an acreage 
reduction program where land is 
placed into a conservation 
reserve program. 

"Under the program farm- 
ers arc limited in planting 
acres of corn and wheat," said 
Mary Hook, acting county 
director of the McHcnry/Lakc 



Consolidated Farm Service 
Agency. "Farmers must put a 
cover on it and not crop the 
land." According to Hook, 
approximately 60 Lake County 
farmers arc Involved in the 
program. "You must own the 
land to place it into conserva- 
tion reserve," said Hook. 
"Because most of the farm land 
in Lake County is not owned by 
the farmer it reduced the num- 
ber of individuals who apply 
for the program." Hook says it 
is difficult for Lake County 
farmers to maintain farm land 
because many don't own the 
land and urban farming cre- 
ates unique obstacles such as 
moving of farm machinery in 
traffic and encroaching urban 
population. 

"Farmers cannot make long- 
range plans because they don't 
know if they'll be farming the 
land next year," Hook added. 

Raftis says the conservation 
reserve program is one program 



which both farmers and environ- 
mentalist can agree on. The pro- 
gram creates wildlife habitats and 
reduces soli erosion. Currently 
there are 820,000 Illinois acres in 
the program. 

Raftis believes the Farm Bill 
continues to be necessary if the 
price of food is to remain steady. 

"Farmers support a market- 
based economy but government 
controls prevent the food indus- 
try from railing under individu.il 
control. The government is a sta- 
bilizing factor in the food com- 
modities," said Raftis, "If we arc 
to remove controls, it should be 
done very gradually." 

Raftis says, however, adminis- 
tration of the Farm Bill on a 
national level is difficult because 
the needs of farmer's vary greatly 
between geographical regions 
and by crop production. 

Hook agrees the Farm Hill is 
necessary because of the benefits 
to everyone in keeping the cost of 
food low.

Protect your child from 
becoming one of 34,000 people 
diagnosed with malignant 
melanoma cadi year by taking a 
few simple steps to protect the 
child from the sun. 

"Everyone should protect 
themselves from the sun's harm- 
ful ultraviolet rays. However, 
because most people are over- 
exposed to the sun as children, 
parents should be especially cau- 
tious and protect their young- 
sters," said Dr. Ralph Stoll, presi- 
dent of the Lake County unit of 
the American Cancer Society. 

The link between sunburns 
and skin cancer is very strong," 
Dr. Stoll said. "Because the skin 
remembers being exposed to the 
sun 10, even 20 years after the 



exposure, children in particular 
need to be protected with a sun- 
screen with a sun protection fac- 
tor (SPF) of 15 or more. 

"We're not asking people to 
hid indoors or bundle up In heavy 
dothes all summer long," Stoll 
said. The American Cancer 
Society advises people to take a 
few easy precautions during their 
fun-In -thc-sun time." 

Some key tips: 

«Bc sure to keep sunscreen in 
a handy location, so it can be a 
visible reminder for everyone. 

•Set an example for safe fun- 
in-thc-sun. If you use light pro- 
tective clothing and sunscreen 
with a SPF of 15 or more, your 
child are exposed to the sun. 

•The sun's ultraviolet rays are 



strongest between 10 a.m. and 4 
p.m. Exposure during these times 
should be avoided, 

•Regardless of time of day or 
overcast conditions, the 
American Cancer Society recom- 
mends using a sunscreen when- 
ever exposed to the sun. 

•The skin needs time to 
absorb the sunscreen, so apply it 
20 minutes being going outside. 

•Even if one tans easily or 



already has a tan, using sun- 
screen can help keep the skin 
safe and healthy. 

"In addition to helping reduce 
the risk of skin cancer, sunscreen 
can hdp prevent wrinkles," said 
Stoll. "The drying effects of the 
sun can add years to faces."

Also, don't call medicine 
"candy" to make It easier to give to a 
child. Children should l>c taught to 
always ask mommy or daddy first 
before putting anything in their 
mouths, including vitamias (iron in 
vitamins may l>c poisonous). 

Keep medicine in their original 
containers with die original lalx-ls. 
'Hie prescription number on die 
label will allow for rapid identifica- 
tion of the ingredients by the phar- 
macy should drey not l>c listed.

Other household Items 

Know the names of your house- 
plants and if they arc safe of poiso- 
nous. Common houscplants Uiat 
arc poisonous include dieffen- 
bachla, polnscttia, philodcndron 
and aloe. If you aren't sure, keep 
them out of the reach of children. 

Keep cleaning supplies out of 
reach of children and if possible, 
locked up. 

Poison control doesn't stop at 
die door. Almost everything in Ok 
garage or storage shed that can !>e 
swallowed is poisonous. These 
Include lighter fluid, paint and paint 
thinner, antifreeze and pesticides. 

Watch out for cllianol, which is 
poisonous, and is found in mouth- 
wash, cologne, aft cr-shave and even 
medication. 

Some art supplies may be 
toxic. Por instance, lead may be 
found in paints, inks, glazes and 
enamel. Some paper-machc' 
products contain asbestos. Read 



the labels to moke sure. 

Cigarettes, pipe tobacco and 
chewing tobacco contain nicotine, 
which is poisonous. In addition, cig- 
arette smoke contains carcinogens, 
which can cause upper respiratory 
and car Infections, and triggers 
asthma attacks. 
Lead 

If you have leaded pipes (in 
houses built before 1978), you 
should tun the water for at least one 
minute prior to cooking or drinking 
if die water lias not Iwcn used for 
four to six hours. Wash vegetables 
with water to remove any lead 
residues from soil or farm equip- 
ment Do not expose children to 
renovation being done in a home 
built before 1968, due to hazards 
from lead paint 

Watch children for non-food 
Items they put in their mom I is such 
as paint chips, ashes, and dirt 

Do not store food or liquid in 
lead crystal or Imported pottery. 

Parents should also talk with 
their children before they go to 
other people's houses. Warn them 



to ask an adult before they cat or 
drink anything there. 

Unfortunately, people often 
transfer poisonous substances to 
other containers, Por Instance, if 
products arc stored in containers 
such as drinking glasses or soda bot- 
tles, someone may think tlicy are a 
drink and swallow diem. 

Finally, always keep the numlxr 
of the nearest poison control center 
on or near the phone. Ihc Poison 
control resource nearest to Like 
County Is Rush-Prcsbytcrian-St 
dikes Poison Control in Chicago at 
(312)942-59fi0. 

There is no substitute for a vigi- 
lant parent or caregiver. However, 
should a poisoning occur, die con- 
sequences may not be as severe if 
the home has been "poison 
proofed."

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Condell applauds state vote to lower Medicaid tax 



Thanks to a recent vote by the 
Illinois General Assembly, Condell 
Medical Center will be paying 
approximately one-third less In 
Medicaid provider taxes In fiscal 
years 199G and 1997. The state leg- 
islature voted to begin phasing out 
the hospital provider tax— a tax 
that has cost Condell Medical 
Center a total of $4.1 million since 
it was first levied in 1992 and $1.6 
million annually. 

Condell Medical Center, along 
with the 15 other hospitals that 
constitute Community Hospitals 
Against the Medicaid Provider Tax, 
praised state legislators for voting 
to eliminate the tax On average, 
each CI 1AM P hospital pays nearly 
$3 million in provider taxes annu- 
ally. 

"CHAMP Is pleased that the 
General Assembly has supported 
equity and fairness by voting to 
phase out the provider tax," said 
Paul Laudidc, chairman and CEO 
of CHAMP. "We thank all the legis- 
lators who represent CHAMP 
members and their communities, 
particularly House Speaker 
Daniels and Senate President 
lliilip, for standing with us against 
this oncmus tax" 



Laudlck says that the enact- 
ment of the hospital provider tax 
hurt hospitals because it came at a 
time when health care providers 
were having to cope financially 
with the rapid shift to fixed-rate 
pay arrangements and managed 
care in the health care industry. 
With the resulting decrease in tra- 
ditional fee- for- service patients, 
tills shift has diminished hospitals' 
ability to recoup costs incurred by 
the provider tax 

"As tiic marketplace made the 
transition to managed care, hospi- 
tals' operating costs have stayed 
steady while revenues decreased," 
Laudlck said. "Hospitals arc not 
fi nan dally as well oft today as they 
were Just three years ago. The sur- 
vival of some community hospitals 
was severely threatened by this 
tax" 

Collectively, the 16 CHAMP 
hospitals contribute nearly S33 
million to the Medicaid program 
each year. They pay 12 percent of 
total provider tax proceeds, yet 
represent only 7 percent of all hos- 
pitals statewide.

Catholic Charities — A half Century of help to needy

For 50 years Catholic 
Charities has been there to help 
those in need. 

Catholic Charities is the only 
multi-service agency in l.akc 
County that helps children, indi- 
viduals, families, the elderly and 
those in need of basic necessities. 
One doesn't have to be Catholic 
to be eligible for services. 

The mission of Catholic 
Charities of l^akc County, which 
js part of (he Catholic 
Archdiocese of Chicago, is to 
relieve the suffering and help 
people achieve or resume a 
responsible role in society 
through the help of 23 social ser- 
vice programs. Some of these 
programs include HIV/ AIDS 
casework, emergency shelter, 
foster care, a child abuse/ neglect 
investigation unit, suicide sup- 
port groups, homc-dcllvcrcd 
meals to the elderly and senior 
shared housing. 

For AIDS victims casework 
involves assessing the situation 
the person is in and providing a 
way to help the person with dally 
needs. 

"They might not be able to 
cook or do housework. This is a 
time when they need compassion 
and outreach," said Susan 
Moran, spokesperson. 

Catholic Charities serves and 
employs people regardless of reli- 
gion, race, nationality, ethnicity 
or social or economic circum- 
stances. Last year, the organiza- 
tion helped 30,500 people. Of 
those, 24,500 benefited from 
social services and 6,000 received 
baskets of food, clothing and gifts 
at Christmas. 

Started as a humble organiza- 
tion in 1945 at 218 Madison St. In 
Waukcgan, Catholic Charities 
was staffed by only two people, 
Monslgnor Joseph Lahnrt as 
executive director and Agnes 
Kcllihcr as executive secretary 
and caseworker. 

It was committed to the goals 
of helping the abused, neglect- 
ed, poor, sick and destitute in 
Lake County, Its first services 
were foster care, adoption and 
casework services. During the 
following years the organization 
multiplied its efforts through 
new programs to meet an ever 
increasing and diverse number 



of social problems. 

In 1945 Catholic Charities 
served 06 people. In I960, the 
group focused on unwed moth- 
ers. These services, which contin- 
ue to tills day, include counsel- 
ing, parenting classes and provid-

ing cribs, formula, diapers, baby 
clothes and other essentials to 
expecting parents who arc disad- 
vantaged. 

last year, 201 women were 
assisted, 175 were women who 
had unplanned pregnancies and 
carried their children to full term. 
"Catholics believe in the right 
to life and the people who are 
having unexpected children arc 
in a crisis and need our help." 
Moran said. 

Services to the elderly were 
developed and promptly expand- 
ed In the mid 1970s. In 1974, the 
Like County chapter opened its 
first senior center to give the 
county's older population a place 
to socialize and receive, hot 
nutritional meals. A total of seven 
senior centers opened In the 
county by the end of the decade. 
Also opened was a Senior Aides 
Mmploymcnt, a job-training pro- 
gram that employs low- income 
senior citizens to help seniors in 
need. 

"People think that because 
you get old you can't care for 
yourself. That is not the case. 
There arc a lot of resources out 
there to help," Moran said. 

Other services provided in the 
early 1980s Include a Resource 
Center In 1981 to dispense food, 
clothing, shoes and household 
items to families and individuals 
in crisis. During this year, 3,000 
Lake County residents were 
helped by the Resource Center. 

Financial counseling for those 
in debt (regardless of Income 
level) was expanded to form 



Consumer Credit Counseling 
program. Also the Family Sclf- 
Sufficicncy program was created 
to teach families how to become 
financially and emotionally self- 
sufficient. 

In late 1989, Catholic 
Charities opened up Samaritan 
House, a transitional shelter 
where homeless women and 
their children can live up to three 
months while they learn skills to 
become self-dependent. 

"We go to the crux of the 
problem and the reasons they 
become homeless," Moran said. 

Growth in the '90s included 
the creation of the HIV/AIDS case 
management program. Also cre- 
ated was the Physician Referral 
Service, a program that refers 
Medicaid patients to participat- 
ing private physicians. Helping 
homeless individuals and fami- 
lies retain and maintain self-suf- 
ficiency has also been an aim of 
the organization. 

There arc few administrative 
costs to these programs. Of the 
money that Is sent, 98 percent of 
it goes directly for services.

The most common question regarding the custom of tipping for services on 
a cruise ship is, who and how much should be tipped? 

Cabin stewards generally am tippod *2.50 per day, and waiters get the 
same. The busboy would got M.25 per day. The aforementioned are given 
the last day of the cruise. 

Deck stewards, bar waiters and beHboys are usualy given 1 S percent at 
the time of service. 

Lets got back to land and the world of hotels. A concierge (the guy who 
gets the taxi, theatre tickets, etc.) would get "1 per day dopending on 
services rendered. Baggago porters should got 50 cents per bog. but not 
less than '1. 

Maids should get anywhere between SO cents and ' 1 per day, depending 
how much of a mess your room was after the party. 

If taking a tour, the guide wfl expect something in his hand when he offers 
to shake yours while the bus is unloading Fifty cents to M will make him 
happy. At tho and of a lour, the bus driver is usually grven SO cents a day. 

A tour that boasts 'all tips included" can really save you some cash! 

Travelog abroad changes the rules sSghoy. For instance, in China and 
even some piaoos in (he South Pacific, tipping may actually offend people. 
Thars changing, though. (Seems those folks are beginning to enjoy being 
pOendecf] 

In most countries in Europe, the tip is already added to the bil in 
restaurants and hotels. Ifs called a service charge. In these cases, it is 
customary to tip only to the next guilder, mark, etc. (This is never mora than 
70 or eo cents.) 

When txavefing abroad, always took at your bills to see if a tip has been 



added. If in doubt, ask.

GibsonVBraveheart' is exciting epic flick 



Australian actor and movie 
"hunk" Mel Gibson has already 
proved lhat he is more than a pret- 
ty face with a penchant for dare- 
devil antics and a good comedy 
sense. 

His critically acclaimed trip 
into the land of Shakespeare in 
"Hamlet," and his double duty, 
directing and starring in "The 
Man Willi No Face," raised him 
above simple leading-man status. 

In his latest movie, 
"Bravchcart," Gibson again 
directs, stars and produces, but 
this time be does himself proud in 
a three-hour epic about a 13th 
century Scottish revolt against 
British rule. 

In the wake of Liain Nccson's 
success as another famous Scot, 
"Rob Roy," Gibson's film soars 
high above his predecessor. 

Gibson plays a mild-man- 
nered Scottish farmer content 
with his peasant's life with his 
lovely wife played by Catherine 
McCormack, until a marauding 
gang of British soldiers do her in 
most violently. 

It is then that we see a com- 
plete metamorphosis in Gibson's

William Wallace, which turns 
him into a fiery rebel who leads a 
revolt that attempts to kill every- 
thing English in sight. 

Gibson's batdc scenes arc 
among the bloodiest, most 
authentic yet most imaginative 
ever filmed. The excessive vio- 
lence and gore tempts one to look 
away, but the realism of the flying 
arrows, severed bodies, etc., 
keeps the audience starring at the 
screen hypnotically. 

This is a film epic in the same 
vein as "Gone With the Wind," 
and "Dances With Wolves" 
Gibson's story is an epic one to 



match the film's length, but a 
good editor could have cut a min- 
imal half-hour out of the film. 
Eliminating a few of the side 
plots lhat do not add to die story 
would have done die trick. 

Every epic must have it's vil- 
lain. This one has Patrick 
McGoohan playing England's 
king with only half-hearted 
depravity. 

Gibson is one of the few 
actors who can remain sexy 
despite long soaggly hair, a blue 
face, and a non-macblsmo kilt. 

His depiction of the mayhem 
of the medieval battle is not only 
outstanding, but probably die 
best part of the picture, along 
side of his own portrayal of die 
real-life Scottish hero, Wallace, 

The out-standing photography 
is credited to the cameraman 
John Toll, who also shot the 
well-done "Legends of the Fall." 

Despite all these pro-points, 
we found it hard to last the last 
45 minutes, so we arc giving 
"BravcbcarT four out of five 
stars only because of its lack of 
light editing.— by GLORIA

Use retirement options 






They say you can't 
leach an old dog new 
tricks, but many people 
arc discovering a new 
way to use an old type of 
investment. 

Not too long ago, 
annuities were familiar 
only to retirees, who 
used them for income 
during their golden 
years. Out In recent 
years they've gained popularity 
with the younger set, as a way to 
prepare for retirement 

Traditional retirement-plan' 
nlng tools such as individual 
retirement accounts (IRAs) 
remain an excellent way to secure 
a comfortable future. Being able 
to put away $2,000 every year and 
have it grow tax-deferred can help 
you build a sizable nest egg. And 
those who have the opportunity to 
contribute to a retirement plan at 
work should certainly do so. 

But those looking for addi- 
tional retirement-planning ideas 
might want to consider annuities. 

An annuity is a contract with 
an insurance company, like an 
IRA, an annuity Is not an actual 
investment; rather, it is die vehi- 
cle Into which investments arc 
placed — for example, stocks, 
bonds and mutual funds. And 
like IRAs, the income earned on 
investments placed in an annuity 
contract grows tax-deferred. 

The power of tax deferral can 
be astounding. To illustrate, 
assume you made a one-time 
$10,000 investment earning B 
percent, compounded annually. 
If you were in the 2B percent tax 
bracket, your investment would 
be worth $53,659 after 30 years. 
But if you had placed the $10,000 
in a tax-deferred account earning 
the same amount, your money 
would grow to more than 
$100,000 in the same time period. 

Annuities arc available in two 
varieties: fixed and variable. 
Willi fixed annuities, the insur- 




ance company offers the 
policy holder a fixed rate 
' of return for a set period 
of time, usually from 
one to 10 years. 
Variable annuities, on 
the other hand, pay 
variable returns. They 
can Include a variety of 
investments, such as 
growth slocks, Interna- 
tional stocks, growth- 
and-incomc stocks, corporate 
bonds and money-market funds. 
The return on the variable annu- 
ity is directly related to the per- 
formance of the Investments 
within the annuity. 

Deciding whether to choose 
fixed or variable annuities 
depends on your objectives and 
risk tolerance. While fixed annu- 
ities offer a reliable, steady level 
of Income, variable annuities 
offer the potential for increasing 
returns to protect income against 
the effects of inflation. 

Annuities also offer different 
withdrawal options. For example, 
If you want a stream of Income 
that you could never outlive, you 
might annuitize your contract. 
Annuitization establishes a payout 
amount based on a specific period 
of time chosen by the policyhold- 
er, or on the policyholder's life- 
time. Ilie payments stop after the 
time period ends or the policy- 
holder dies, and they can't be 
altered or stopped In any way 
before that time. 

Instead of annuitization, you 
might choose a flexible with- 
drawal plan. For example, your 
contract may allow you to with- 
draw up to 1 percent of the orig- 
inal investment, or the interest 
earned, on a monthly, quarterly, 
semiannual or annual basis. 
Withdrawals can be started or 
stopped, increased or decreased, 
within the paramatcrs of the con- 
tract at any time. 

Retirees have understood the 
value of annuities for a long time. 
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The job market is expected to remain bullish in 
the Lake County area this summer. That is the latest 
report from Manpower Inc. on job expectations 
here for July, August and September. 

The Tiilrd Quarter Employment Outlook Survey 
states, among company respondents, 29 percent 
plan to recruit more workers and 3 percent arc 
preparing for staff reductions. No workforce adjust- 
ments arc seen by the other 68 percent. 

"The outlook Is up slightly from three months 
ago," Chuck Battels of Manpower said, "when 30 
percent intended to increase their labor pools while 
cutbacks were anticipated by 7 percent At tills same 
time last year, the job picture was similar, as 34 per- 
cent projected additional hiring and 10 percent 
planned reductions." 



The best job opportunities this summer are 
expected In construction, durable and non-durable 
goods manufacturing, wholesale/retail trade, 
financc/lnsurancc/rcal estate and services. Staff 
cutbacks arc predicted in education. 

Across the country, high levels of hiring will con- 
tinue, hut die rate of growth will lie somewhat slow- 
er than in recent quarters. A total of 28 percent say 
they will add staff, 7 percent Intend to cut back, 62 
percent expect no change and 3 percent aren't sure. 

Manpower Inc. conducts the Employment 
Outlook Survey on a quarterly basis. It is a measure- 
ment of employers' intentions to increase or 
decrease the permanent workforce, and during Its 
19-year history has been a significant indicator of 
employment trends.

Comftion mistakes made at contract 
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In the excitement of con- 
tract time, it b important to 
understand all of the parame- 
ters of the written agreement 
There arc a few common mis- 
understandings that occur 
during negotiation time. While 
we are busy with the details of 
what personal property In 
included, and what date will 
finally be the mutually conve- 
nient closing date for all parties, we need to be aware 
of a few minor issues in the agreement to purchase. , 
Earnest money arc those funds given by the buyer 
to the seller in an offer to purchase a piece of proper- 
ty to show "good faith" of their intentions to purchase 
a specific property. Specifically, the earnest money is 
a negotiable area of the agreement. In some areas, any 
amount from 5 to 10 percent of the purchase price is 
acceptable. However, there have been complications 
on how it is written. The agreements commonly used 
in our area will ask for an initial amount of anywhere 
from $500 to $1,000 on presentation. If the agreement 
is accepted, the earnest money can escalate to a high- 
er amount In an agreed period of time. For example, a 
contract may call for an initial earnest amount of 
$1,000 to escalate to 10 percent of the purchase 



' amount In 10 days. It b often written with the under- 
standing that the earnest money will total 10 percent 
of the purchase price. What often happens is that the 
contract is written In such a way that 10 percent plus 
the Initial amount b actually the amount received, 
making the total amount of earnest money over a 10 
percent figure, causing some bookkeeping challenges 
at the dosing. 

Another challenge to the earnest money issue b 
the variances from area to area. In our Lake County 
area, the agreements arc written to have 5 to 10 per- 
cent of the purchase price held 'in earnest" to show 
good faith In the purchase of the property while 
other perimeters of the contract arc being resolved. 
Some areas of the country use a simple Initial 
amount of earnest money to set the agreement in 
motion. Those families that are transferring need to 
be informed of the differences' in purchasing from 
one area to another. Whatever b acceptable for the 
area needs to be carefully explained to all panics, 
and how the money will be handled in the case of „ 
default. Be sure to familiarize yourself with the cus- 
tomary practices in your area.

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Strategic planting can maximize growth potential of plants 



White traveflng to Elmhuret the other 
day, I couldn't help notice how much 
further along the flowering crabs, pears 
and servJceberry were than the samo 
plant In the Gumoe, UbertyvUe area. 
The pears, flowering crabs and service- 
berryhave been flowering for about 
two weoks up hore, yet In the Etmhurst 
area they already have eight to 10 feet 
of now growth and some of the crabs 
are showing berries. The conifers In 
Elmhurst have already burst out of their 
candle growth showing needles, while 
many conifers in the Gumoe area have 
only one to three feet of candle growth 
shoving.

Gurnee and In ful leaf In the Bmhurst 
area. In a 30-mIe spread, many plants 
are two to three weeks ahead of one 
another. This just helps to reinforce the 
growing zone that northern Illinois Is in.

One© your lawn Is up and growing, 
the next step Is to got out tho mowor. 
Look for a sturdy, durable and reflable 
mower. Many do-it-yourself homeown- 
ers are turning to a mulching mower. 
It's a good Idea to mow when tho grass 
Is completely dry, and try not to cut off 
more than one third of the blade. When 
you're done, make sure that the clip- 
pings aren't slicking together In clumps, 
which would mean the grass was too 
wet. If the tips of tho grass blades turn 
white, that would signal that It's time to 
sharpen your mower blade. 

The next step b to maintain your 
yard, and to do so means arming your- 
self with tho right tods. Adding a trim- 
mer to you stock of outdoor power 
equipment Is a great start. Your trusty 
mower Is a handy ally, but a mower 
can only do so much. A trimmer wll 
take core of those touches that most 
noticeably Improve the appearance of 
a yard. 



When It comes to pruning the shrubs 
and trees In your yard, the time, 
method and amount to cut varies from 
plant to-plant, but the tools remain the 
same: hodge cuppers for soft growth, 
hand cBppers for the smallest branches, 
and a pair of toppers for medium-sized 
branches.

ID<e a row of flowering bulbs 
along the driveway or a ring of 
pachysandra around the base of a 
tree. Start with your fertltzers and sol 
conditioners. Plant and water your cho- 
sen foliage according to Its Individual 
needs.

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Location is key to 
successful birch trees 



Birch trees tend to bo found In rho 
wild In cool motet areas such as along 
streams, ponds and tokos In wooded or 
forested areas. When homeowners 
plant birches, they lend to plant them 
as specimen plants. The location usual- 
ly ends up being the hottest and driest 
spot In the yard. When birches are 
grown In the hot dry location, they 
become more prone to chlorosis and 
Bronze Birch Borer. Both these problems 
can kin a birch. However, on white 
birches. Bronze Birch Borer Is the more 
serious problem. 

James E. Schuster, extension educa- 
tor. Horticulture with the Unrv. of Illinois 
Cooperative Extension Service, says the 
borer problem can be reducod by sev- 
eral methods. First, try and plant birches 
In aroas that duplicate their native 
growing conditions. Grow them next to 
ponds or streams. If planting near a 
pond or stream Is not possJbJo, mutch 
the birches with about three Inches of 
organic mulch. Water deeply when soils 
become dry. Growing conditions wil 
only reduce Iho chanco of Bronze Birch 
Boror by reducing stross on the tree. In 
tholr natrve habitat, birches grow for a 
much longer tlmo before they become 
stressed enough for tho borers, to 



attack. 

Secondly, grow Rtver Birch (cinna- 
mon color bark) or one of the Rtver 
Birch culttvars that have the creamy 
white bark. Rtver Birch Including Its cultt- 
vars are highly resistant to Bronze Birch 
Borer. In addition. Whltesplre Birches are 
also resistant to Bronze Birch Borer. There 
has been some confusion In the trade 
so only buy Whltesplre Birches from rep- 
utable garden centers and nurseries. 
The other solution is to use an Insecti- 
cide that controls the borer. Check with 
your local extension office for the rec-. 
ommended Insecticide, Its applcatton 
and timing. 

To control the chlorosis, keep the soil 
pH below 7.0. There am two nutrients 
that cause most of the chlorosis In Ihe 
Chicago area. The nutrionts are In (he 
sol, thoy just are not available to the 
plants when the pH gets too high. 
Highly organic soils my be acidic 
enough. Mulching for many years may 
help. Trunk Injections and foliar sprays 
can temporaly work. Lowering the soil 
pH with sulfur wil abo work. Sulfur should 
only be applied based on a sol tost. 
Too much sulfur could bo harmful and 
not enough sulfur is a waste of time and 
effort.

Lcroy Chapman will be seek-

"The record Is 434 pounds," 
Chapman said. 

Chapman has been In a 12- 
week training program at his 
home gym of Chandler's Gym In 
1 JndcnhursL I Ic competes for the 
Power FJItc team of Illinois, mak- 
ing the squad by finishing In the 
top two of his region. He bench 
pressed 420 pounds there. 

"I have done 445 in the gym," 
he said. "I go there because I like 
the atmosphere. You get real 



lifters in gyms like that." 

The team also includes Karen 
Koc of Fox Lake. "The sport has- 
definitely grown for women and 
young people," he said. 

Chapman works out for two 
hours, five days a week. He docs 
not have a coach per say, but 
reads the latest in weight lifting In 
Powcriifting magazine. 

He competes in the natural 
athlete division, an important 
distinction. Mc opposes the use of 
steroids in weight lifting. Urine 
analysis, blood tests and poly- 
graph tests arc among the meth- 
ods used to curb drug use. 

"It used to be rampant in the 
1900s, but now they arc really 



watching it. Steroids gives you a 
false sense of reality," Chapman 
said.

Perch fishing on hold in June 

Illinois anglers arc reminded that yellow perch fishing in Lake 
Michigan and the Calumet and Chicago rivers Is closed for the month 
of June. 

This action Is necessary to protect the Lake Michigan perch popu- 
lation and ensure a viable future for both sport and commercial perch 
fishing on the lake," said Conservation Director Brent Manning. 

Drastic declines in Lake Michigan yellow perch populations in the 
fast five years have prompted officials from the Michigan, Indiana and 
Wisconsin Departments of Natural Resources, and the Illinois DepL of 
Conservation to unanimously support changes In sport and commer- 
cial fishing regulations. Illinois implemented the ban as part of an 
emergency rule that took effect April 1. 
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
